AN explosive report into sex¬ 
ual abuse and ‘widespread 
corruption’ at a Croydon 
children’s home includes 
the names of 27 people that 
abuse survivors claim are 
paedophiles. 

Shirley Oaks Survivors 
Association (Sosa) published 
the report following its two- 
year-long investigation into 
child abuse inside south Lon¬ 
don’s care system. 

Testimonies of more than 
400 residents of children’s 
homes have been included 
in the findings, which were 
shared at a conference in 
central London on Thursday, 
December 15. 

Staff at the Shirley Oaks 
home, doctors, teachers, vic¬ 
ars and football coaches have 
all been named in the report. 

The report claims at least 
60 paedophiles operated in 
the Wickham Road children’s 
home, and 27 alleged abusers 
have now been named. 

Following its publication, 
Raymond Stevenson, former 
resident at Shirley Oaks, has 
revealed he is looking into 
claims that two boys were 
murdered at the home. 

He said he was told the

Stevenson in Lambeth, now-retired DCI 


Clive Driscoll, said he was 
also given the information 
on the two boys in 1998. 

He said a female told 
him she had witnessed the 


double murder and that he 
then passed the information 
on to the child protection 
team at Croydon CID. 

Mr Stevenson, since set¬ 
ting up Sosa, spent the last 
two years speaking to for¬ 
mer care home residents and 
staff to compile the report’s 
findings. 

He said the association 
has received upwards of 300 
phone calls in relation to 
abuse at the Croydon chil¬ 
dren’s home since the report 
was published. 

Mr Stevenson, who set 
up SOSA, was drugged and 
beaten while in care at 
Shirley Oaks between 1967 
and 1978. 

On the allegation, he said: 
“Every tip that we have re¬ 
ceive we cross-check and 
clarify as much as possible, 
at this stage I don’t know how 
credible this claim is but we 
are taking it seriously. 

“One allegation we are 
following up concerns 
two young boys who 
murdered 
Shirley Oaks 


and their bodies buried in 
woodland on a nearby golf 
course. 

“We know the Metropol¬ 
itan Police was given this 
same information during an 
investigation into Lambeth 
abuse in 1998 but it came 
from a different source. 

“We have established the 
identities of two possible 
boys and are now working 
to find out if they could be 
the victims.” 

Lib Peck, now-leader of 
Lambeth Council, made 
an unreserved apology to 
people who were placed 
by the local authority into 
the Shirley Oaks children’s 
home. 

She announced at last 
week’s conference that all 
who lived there will receive 
compensation - whether 
they were abused or not. 

The victims will all be 
given a share of tens of 
millions of pounds in com¬ 
pensation from the council, 
but the amount of money 
available has not yet been 
specified.

Case of Kevin Hicks who went missing in 1986 has been re-examined with fresh eyes 


Police believe missing schoolboy 
was groomed and murdered 



Addiscombe schoolboy, Kevin Hicks, went missing in 1986 


A schoolboy who mysterious¬ 
ly disappeared 30 years ago was 
groomed and murdered, detectives 
investigating the case now believe. 

Police have told how they this 
year re-examined the historic case 
of 16-year-old Kevin Hicks’s disap¬ 
pearance. 

Detective Inspector John Mc- 
Quade, who is leading the inves¬ 
tigation, said looking at the inci¬ 
dent with fresh eyes he recognised 
signs that the boy was groomed. 

A £20,000 reward has been of¬ 
fered to anyone who can help solve 
the mystery of what happened to 
Kevin when he left his home in 
Sissinghurst Road, Addiscombe 
for the last time. 

His mum and dad never gave up 
hope of finding their son, appeal¬ 
ing for information about Kevin, 
pictured, until their deaths in 1994 
and 2004 respectively 

DI McQuade said someone in 
Croydon will know what happened 
to the John Ruskin School pupil on 
the night of March 2,1986. 

Kevin’s sister Alexandra Hicks, 
who took the family’s lead on the 
search for her brother after her 
parents died, is asking anyone in¬ 
volved to come forward. 

She said: “Someone, somewhere 
knows something. And it’s time to 
let go of that secret. 

“I’ve got 15 years of memories, 
and I’ve got 30 years of search¬ 
ing. It’s time to let it go and come 
forward.” 

It was first believed that Kevin 
left his home on the Sunday night 
to buy eggs for a school project. 

But police now believe the trip to 
nearby shops, less than a two min¬ 
ute walk from his home, was a ruse 
and that he met with someone. 

He was last seen an hour and a 
half after he left the house. 

DI McQuade said the teenag¬ 
er had been trying to conceal a 
pair of audio speakers detectives 
believe were given to him as a gift 
by whoever was grooming him.

He said: “We now feel that those 
speakers were, if you like, an 
inducement around the grooming 
aspect of it. 

“It’s classic grooming. We 
didn’t really call it that back then, 
but there is a definitely element 
of that to Kevin’s disappearance 
we think.” 

When an appeal was launched 
in 1996, the Croydon Advertis¬ 
er received an answer machine 
message from someone who 
claimed to know the whereabouts 
of Kevin’s body 

Police were unable to trace the 
call, and now urge that the anon¬ 
ymous caller to get in touch with 
investigators. 

At around 8.30pm Kevin told his 
mum he needed to buy some eggs 
for his O-level home economics 
exam the next day. 

He left with just £1 and headed 
off to Sperrings community shop 
on Lower Addiscombe Road. 

He was last seen by someone 
who knew him at 10pm in Shirley 
Road, walking in the general di¬ 
rection of his home. 

DI McQuade, said: “We believe 
Kevin must have met someone 
in that hour and a half and that 
person attacked him. 

“Perhaps the suspect didn’t 
mean to kill him but it is clear 
Kevin’s body must have then been 
disposed of.” 

Kevin’s sister Alex Hicks told 
the Croydon Guardian how her 
parents fought until the end 
to find information on Kevin’s 
disappearance, and that she will 
do the same. 

She said: “A week before my 
mum died she did an appeal, and 
we didn’t get anything back.” 

“My mum and dad died with¬ 
out knowing what happened, and 


that’s why I’m carrying on. And I 
won’t give up until I get answers.” 

With Christmas approaching, 
and both her and Kevin’s birth¬ 
day’s a day apart in February, Ms 
Hicks said the coming months are 
year-on-year the most difficult. 

She said: “On March 2, it will be 


31 years since Kevin went missing 
and I appeal to anyone with any in¬ 
formation, to come forward and as¬ 
sist police with the investigation.”

Teacher jailed for assaults on boys 


A drama teacher who 
ran clubs in Hampton Hill 
and Coulsdon has been 
jailed after admitting 
indecent assaults against 
boys aged under 14. 

Glyn Davies, 71, was 
sentenced to nine years 
in prison at Isleworth 
Crown Court on Tuesday, 


December 20. He was also 
ordered to sign the sex 
offenders register for life. 

Investigations into 
Davies were opened after 
two men said they had 
been assaulted by a private 
drama teacher in the 1980s. 

Despite having used 
aliases, detectives identi¬ 


fied Davies as having used 
the name Glen Knowles 
to run the Glen Knowles 
Drama Schools and Clubs 
in Croydon and Richmond 
boroughs. 

He was also known to 
have run drama schools 
in Kent, and may have run 
other clubs in London.

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Thick smoke thwarts attempt to save neighbour 

Wonderful friend’ 
dies after flat fire

Brave neighbours on their way back 
from the school run tried to save a 
“wonderful friend” who died in hospital 
after a flat fire. 

A woman named locally as Anne 
Beecroft died in hospital after fire¬ 
fighters wearing breathing apparatus 
rescued her from the fire in Haslemere 
Close, Wallington on Friday morning 
(December 16). 

Her neighbours in the small road at 
the corner of Stafford Road and Plough 
Lane had rushed to her aid, but were 
unable to help her due to thick smoke 
choking them as they opened the door. 

Three fire engines and 15 firefighters 
from Wallington, Croydon and Sutton 
fire stations were then called to the fire 
at 8.56am on Friday. 

The firefighters had tamed the fire by 
9.34am, and Mrs Beecroft was taken to 
hospital by the London Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice, but she died the next day (Satur¬ 
day, December 17). 

The fire damaged about a quarter of 
the flat, according to the London Fire 
Brigade. A charred bed, mattress, and 
small chest of drawers were still out¬ 
side the flat on Monday, December 19, 
and soot still clung to the eaves.

Renata Lesniewska, a part-time 
teacher at a Polish school, was on her 
way back from the school run on Friday 
morning when her neighbour in Hasle¬ 
mere Close alerted her to the fire. 

“I was coming back from school when 
a neighbour said, ‘There’s a fire going 
on over there’. 

“When we opened the door it was 
completely black. The smoke was 
everywhere. There was so much smoke, 
we couldn’t get in. 

Ms Lesniewska added: “The fire team 
came very quickly but it was too late for 
her. It’s worth checking the fire alarm 
in your house.” 

The cause of the fire is under inves¬ 
tigation.

FEELING sick and dizzy, Maggie 
Gilewicz stumbled inside Caffe 
Nero in Epsom High Street, hop¬ 
ing she would not throw up after 
suddenly feeling faint. 

She did not make it safely to 
another table inside, and fell, 
hitting her head on the floor just 
before midday on Monday, De¬ 
cember 19. 

But Ms Gilewicz, a business 
coach from Clarendon Park in 
the heart of Horton Country 
Park, was helped by concerned 
cafe-goers in Epsom - “three 
ladies and a gentleman” - and 
paramedics, before being taken 
to Epsom General Hospital. 

She was given the all-clear, 
but still felt it was important to 
express her gratitude - especial¬ 
ly at Christmas. 

“I opened the door and that 
was it for me,” Ms Gilewicz, 37, 
explained. 

“The next thing I knew there 
were four or five people around 
me. There was a lady sitting in 
front of me asking questions, 
trying to keep me calm. 

“Another one -1 didn’t see her 
face - was rubbing my back and 
telling me that everything was 
going to be OK. 

“They made a collective deci¬ 
sion to call for an ambulance. 

“I was just so moved by it. 
They were so lovely” 

The South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service (SECAmb) sent 
one ambulance crew to the cof¬ 


fee shop in Epsom High Street 
and took her to hospital after 
running some tests. 

She was later discharged. 

Ms Gilewicz continued: “The 
paramedics arrived - I think 
they checked my blood pressure 
- and were quite concerned that 
it was irregular or erratic, so de¬ 
cided to take me to hospital. 

“They were really lovely 
people. They were so caring and 
kind. 

“By the time I got to hospital 
I had started to feel a bit better. 

“They ran some tests and 
everything was OK. 

“I’d had a pretty sleepless 
night, got up early and had a 
hectic day. 

“It wasn’t anything serious.lt 
was just a complete shock. It had 


never happened to me before.” 

“I think the hood on my jacket 
saved me.” 

She added: “I felt that I really 
want to say ‘Thank you’ even 
though I can’t remember their 
names.” 

The next day Ms Gilewicz re¬ 
ceived from a manager at Caffe 
Nero, asking if she had recov¬ 
ered. 

Ms Gilewicz added: “I thought 
that was very nice as well. 

“I was really moved by the 
kindness and care I received 
from strangers.” 

A Secamb spokesman said: 
“We are obviously grateful to 
anyone who helped the woman 
prior to our arrival. 

“We are also pleased to hear 
she is doing well.”

Has Jeremy Forrest been harshly treated by the press? 


REMEMBER the teacher who ran 
off to France with his 15-year- 
old pupil? His name was Jeremy 
Forrest.

a long conversation with Jeremy’s 
father. He’s still fighting The Sun, 
Mail Online, to name but two, for 
their treatment of his son. 

Nobody is condoning Jeremy’s 
behaviour or seeking to excuse 
it, but should he, for example, be 
labelled a ‘paedo’? 

Jeremy’s dad believes the 
word paedophile is misused by 
the media purely to gain a public 
reaction. He argues a paedophile 
must direct sexual desire towards 
children. He claims the definition 
of a child is a young human being 


below the age of puberty. Therefore 
by definition he says his son is a sex 
offender and not a paedophile. 

He further points out that 
‘grooming’ is a clearly defined 
offence and while some, such 
as footballer Adam Johnson, are 
convicted under the Sex Offenders 
Act 2003, his son was not, as the 
police would have had no chance of 
securing a conviction. 

It is interesting that Jeremy’s 
official report by the Sex Offenders 
Treatment Programme states ‘he did 
not have sex with a child’. 

Personally I feel Jeremy has been 
incredibly harshly treated, I’m not 
even sure he should have been 
jailed. That he and his new partner 
are still being pursued so fervently 
is frankly ludicrous. 

At the time I said Jeremy’s 


teaching career was shot and he 
was never going to be a threat 
to anyone else, so where’s the 
justice? 

I didn’t expect to hear anything 
further about Jeremy or to be 
chatting to his dad. 

But having met several family 
members and heard the story from 
the other side I’m more convinced 
than ever he now deserves a 
decent break. In fact, I think I’ll buy 
him a pint and offer him whatever 
support I can.

There are brief moments in 
Rogue One: A Star Wars Story 
when you think you might be 
watching something unique. 
There is no iconic scrawling text 
to open, no Jedi prophecies and 
only fleeting notes from John 
Williams' famous score. 

Rogue One is the story of Jyn 
Erso, a prisoner of the Empire 
reluctantly thrust into the gritty 
battlegrounds of the rebellion. 

At times, it promises an 
insight into the untold story of 
rebel fighters - the forgotten 
fighter pilots unblessed with the 
powers of the force. 

After all, civil wars get dirty — 
and as a reminder director Ga¬ 
reth Edwards has even thrown 
in an extremist rebel outcast and 
torturous interrogation scene — 
that's if you count a giant squid 
slobbering all over your face as 
torture. 


Tellingly, Edwards cuts the 
scene before the gory/slobbery 
aftermath can be revealed and 
in that brief moment any illu¬ 
sions of revolution are dispelled. 
This is simply vintage Star Wars. 

All the key ingredients are 
there; the jump from exotic lo¬ 
cation to another, the humorous 
droid (this time a cross between 
the Iron Giant and The Hitchhik¬ 
er's Guide to the Galaxy's Mar¬ 
vin) and soliloquys of the 'power 
of hope'. 

There is a list of character 
Easter eggs so long that it would 
take even the most avid of fanat¬ 
ics multiple viewings to dissect 
them. There are so many hom¬ 
ages to the past, so many not- 
so-subtle nods to the characters 
you know and love you barely get 
the chance to realise there are 
new ones. 

The threat of the ever so aptly 


named Death Star looms over 
this film like it has every other 
great Star Wars instalment, and 
with the help of impressive CGI 
its' destructive power has never 
looked so real. 

Edwards has no choice but to 
utilise it given the story arc, but 
its' presence gives this film an 
almost identical tone to A New 
Hope and The Force Awakens. 

There is no reinventing of the 
wheel here. But then again, why 
should there be? 

Star Wars is a world of pure 
escapism, a franchise so erringly 
mythic it has spawned its own 
religion. Any gritty details of 
what a rebellion would have ac¬ 
tually been like in a world of laser 
beams are simply not welcome. 

We'd much rather see Darth 
Voder - his appearances here 
so brief yet so magnificent they 
near perfection - and a blind 


monk dodging bullets using the 
force. 

The climactic battle - while 
slightly overlong - is a spectacle 
worthy of any sci-fi thriller, and 
in a film where characterisation 
takes a backseat there are solid 
performances form lead actors 
Felicity Jones and Diego Luna. 

Will it win over a new gener¬ 
ation of fans? Probably not, but 
then again even from its concep¬ 
tion this was always a film for the 
purists. 

Fanatics will walk away with 
a smile from ear to ear, hungry 
for this somewhat unnecessary 
spinoff series' next adventure. 
Cinema will be no worse or no 
better for it, but after a year of 
a rise in hate crime and Donald 
Trump, maybe an utterly joyous 
Star Wars instalment was just 
what the doctor ordered.
